One  of  the  first  things  I  noticed  when  I  first  began  collecting  in  the  late  1940’s  which  still 
hold  true  now  was  that  whenever  I  showed  a  favorite  coin  or  piece  of  currency  to  a  non¬ 
collector  their  inevitable  first  question  was  “what’s  it  worth?”  Perhaps  through  sheer  repeti¬ 
tion  I  slowly  came  around  to  their  way  of  thinking  about  collecting.  Then  sometime  in  the 
early  1960’s  I  received  a  gift. 

As  people  learned  of  my  interest  in  coins  they  occasionally  offered  me  coins  and  even 
small  collections  for  sale  or  asked  me  to  value  their  own  finds  or  family  heirlooms.  A  couple, 
who  were  friends  of  my  grandparents,  in  Havelock  invited  me  over  one  evening  to  show  me 
their  coins  and  have  me  make  an  offer.  The  coins  were  few  in  number  and  not  exciting.  I  don’t 
recall  what  they  were  or  if  my  offer  was  even  accepted.  Just  before  I  left,  the  wife  said  there 
were  two  other  coins  in  the  bottom  of  the  drawer  she  wanted  to  show  me.  Instinct  has  long 
since  proven  that  what  people  consider  of  no  value  can  be  the  best  part  of  an  estate  just  as 
what  they  think  has  the  most  value  is  often  worthless.  The  coins,  or  perhaps  coin  would  be 
more  accurate,  proved  to  be  two  Indian  cents  in  what  had  been  VF  or  better  but  now  were 
literally  welded  one  to  the  other  as  little  more  than  a  lump.  Frankly  I  was  expecting 
something  of  a  great  deal  more  interest.  Still  the  way  those  coins  were  wrapped  in  tissue  and 
kept  in  a  jewelry  box  .  . .  There  had  to  be  a  story. 

She  explanied  how  her  grandfather,  who  was  blind,  lived  on  an  island  created  by  a  cul  de 
sac  of  the  river  at  Johnstown,  Ohio.  In  May  of  1889,  after  torrential  rains,  an  earthen  dam 
collapsed  sending  a  virtual  tidal  wave  down  the  river.

In  his  clenched  had  were  the  two  Indian  cents,  fused  by  the 
fierce  heat  of  the  fire. 

Everything  else  about  the  collection  has  completely  disappeared  from  my  memory.  The 
Indian  cents,  however,  which  they  gave  to  me,  are  two  of  my  most  prized  coins.  What  are 
they  worth  .  .  . 

As  we  approach  the  spring  convention  I  urge  and  challenge  you  to  consider  sharing  a 
portion  of  your  collection  with  the  rest  of  us.  I  constantly  hear  perfect  reasons  why  people  do 
not  display  their  coins,  the  primary  one  being  “my  collection  isn’t  that  valuable.”  I  hope  you 
will  now  agree  with  me  that  monetary  value  means  little  or  nothing  if  you  have  a  story  to  tell. 
We  have  display  cases  available  for  your  use  if  you’ll  just  let  us  know  how  many  you  need.  If 
you  want  a  copy  of  the  display  rules  or  judging  criteria  send  me  a  card.  If  you  still  think  you 
have  an  excuse  for  not  bringing  a  display  drop  me  a  note.  I’ll  bet  you’re  wrong.

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New  Commemoratives  Head 
New  Book's  List  Of  Hot  Coins 

Two  recent  commemorative  silver  dollars  from  the  U.S.  Mint  were  amoung  the  hottest 
items  on  the  collectable-coin  market  in  1993,  according  to  a  new  book  from  Krause 
Publicatins. 

1994  North  American  Coins  &  Prices,  edited  by  David  C.  Harper,  says  the  1992  White 
House  dollar  and  1991  USO  dollar  rode  strong  price  increases  before  settling  back  down  later 
in  the  year.  The  White  House  coin  commemorates  the  200th  anniversary  of  the  cornerstone 
laying  for  that  building;  the  USO  coin  commemorates  the  50th  anniversary  of  the  United  Ser¬ 
vice  Organizations. 

The  Mint  originally  sold  the  White  House  coin  at  $23  for  an  uncirculated  version  and 
$28  for  a  proof  version.  Mintage  was  limited  to  500,000  of  the  two  versions  combined,  and  the 
coin  sold-out  in  a  month. 

Its  price  almost  quadrupled  to  $  1 00  retail  on  the  immediate  aftermarket,  according  to  the 
book.  1994  North  American  Coins  &  Prices  lists  its  current  value  at  $88  for  the  uncirculated 
and  $89  of  the  proof. 

The  USO  coin  -  -  with  same  original  issue  price  as  the  White  House  coin  but  a  slightly 
lower  mintage  -  -  followed  a  similar  path.  The  book  values  the  coin  today  at  $83  in  uncir¬ 
culated  and  $53  in  proof. 

1994  North  American  Coins  &  Prices  provides  a  guide  to  current  retail  values  for  all 
coins  of  Colonial  America  and  the  United  States.  A  value  identification  guide  to  U.S.  varieties 
and  errors  is  also  included. 

The  book  lists  Canadian  coins  from  1858  to  date  and  Mexican  coins  from  1701  to  date. 
In  all,  more  than  45.000  values  are  listed  and  more  than  1 .500  coins  are  nictured.

Canada's  recent  series  of  25-cent  coins  commemorating  the  1 25th  anniversary  of  con¬ 
federation  also  caused  a  stir  on  the  market.  A  different  design  was  issued  monthly  at  face 
value,  and  the  12-piece  set  in  uncirculated  now  retails  for  about  triple  its  $3  face  value,  accor¬ 
ding  to  1994  North  American  Coins  <&  Prices. 

“Mexican  coin  collectors  have  been  showered  with  gorgeous  new  silver  bullion  issues,” 
the  book  says.  “Interest  in  them  has  risen  with  silver  prices.” 

More  traditional,  older  coins  have  seen  action,  too,  including  some  19th  century  silver 
dollars.  In  grade  MS-65,  the  1882  Morgan  dollar  has  increased  from  $700  in  the  book’s  1993 
edition  to  $850  in  the  new  edition.  The  1892-S  in  the  same  series  has  increased  from  $56,500 
to  $66,500. 

Graphs  throughout  the  pricing  section  chart  the  20- year  performance  of  selected  issues  in 
various  denominations  and  series. 

Since  its  debut  with  the  1992  edition.  North  American  Coins  &  Prices  has  been  one  of 
the  best-selling  bcxiks  to  come  on  the  market  in  recent  years.  Besides  the  book  s  price  listings, 
nine  introductory  chapters  provide  extensive  how-to  information  that  benefits  novice  and 
veteran  collectors  alike. 

Harper  is  editor  of  H^orld  Coin  News  and  Bank  Note  Reporter.  He  also  wrote  two  of  the 
book's  introductory  chapters.  Other  chapters  were  written  by  staff  writers  for  World  Com 
News,  Bank  Note  Reporter,  Numismatic  News,  Coins  magazine,  and  Coin  Prices.  Pricing 
sections  were  compiled  by  Krause  Publications’  staff  of  independent  market  analysts.

On  the  day  the  Declaration  of  Inpedendence  was  adopted,  July  4,  1 776,  the  second  Con¬ 
tinental  Congress  appointed  a  committee,  consisting  of  Benjamin  Franklin,  John  Adams  and 
Thomas  Jefferson,  to  select  a  design  for  a  United  States  Seal,  for  all  countries  had  a  seal  or 
coat  of  arms.  However,  their  report  of  August  1776  was  tabled.  New  committees  took  up  the 
matter  in  1780  and  1782. 

All  committees  had  favored  mythological  and  Biblical  represnetations  such  as  Hercules 
choosing  between  virture  and  solth  and  Moses  crossing  the  Red  Sea.  Other  ideas  considered 
by  the  committees  were  inspired  by  traditional  European  heraldry.  Proposals  combined  the 
shields  of  England,  Scotland,  Ireland,  emblems  were  taken  from  France,  Germany,  and  the 
Netherlands.  Soldiers,  goddesses,  eagles,  doves,  wreaths,  and  mottos,  appeared  on  many 
designs. 

The  accepted  design  was  conceived  by  an  English  Baronet,  Sir  John  Prestwick.  It  was 
largely  the  work  of  American  heraldist,  William  Barton,  chairman  of  the  committee  in  1782, 
and  the  secretary  of  Congress,  Charles  Thomson,  who  modified  the  plans.  They  worked 
together  to  achieve  the  final  result.  William  Barton  designed  the  reverse  side  alone. 

The  design  approved  by  Congress  June  20,  1782  has  never  been  officially  modified,  but 
artistic  variations  were  introduced  as  new  dies  were  made.  In  all,  Severn  dies  have  been  cut 
1782,  1825, 1841,  1854,  1877,  1885,  and  1904.  The  first  two  in  brass  the  last  five  in  steel.  The 
1904  version  which  is  in  use  today,  was  corrected  to  conform  to  the  design  specification  of 
1782. 

The  design  of  the  Great  Seal  consists  of  the  National  Coat  of  Arms,  surrounded  by  two 
concentric  rings.  The  eagle  is  the  bald  American  eagle,  is  pose  is  rather  stiff  displayed  in 
heraldic  style,  symbolic  of  Self-Reliance  in  its  pose.  The  eagle  has  been  a  symbol  of  sovereign¬ 
ty  in  many  societies,  it  is  the  bird  of  Zeus  the  highest  god.  He  comes  down,  descending  into 
the  world  of  the  pairs  of  opposites,  onto  the  field  of  action.  One  mode  of  action  is  war  and  the 
other  is  peace.  So  in  one  of  his  talons,  the  eagle  holds  thirteen  arrows,  that’s  the  principle  of 
war.  In  the  other  he  holds  a  laurel  leaf  with  thirteen  leaves  and  thirteen  olives,  that  is  the  prin¬ 
ciple  of  peace.  The  eagle  is  looking  in  the  direction  of  the  laurel.  That  is  the  way  idealists  who 
founded  our  country  would  wish  us  to  be  looking  -  diplomatic  relationship  and  so  forth. 
Thank  God  he’s  got  the  arrows  in  the  other  talon  in  case  it  doesn’t  work.  In  his  beak  is  a  scroll 
that  displays  the  motto  “E  PLURIBUS  UNUM”  meaning  “FROM  MANY  ONE”.  From  his 
tail  there  are  nine  feathers,  nine  is  the  number  of  the  descent  of  the  divine  power  into  the 
world.  When  and  Angelus  ring,  it  rings  nine  times.  Over  the  eagles  head  are  thirteen  stars  ar¬ 
ranged  in  the  form  of  the  Star  of  David  enclosed  in  a  glory  or  golden  radiance  breaking 
through  a  cloud,  to  which  is  called  Solomons  Seal.  The  thirteen  vertical  stripes  on  the  escut¬ 
cheon  came  from  the  flag  of  1777,  seven  are  white,  six  are  red,  representing  the  thirteen

states.  The  blue  chief  above  the  stripes  symbolized  Congress  which  stanus  together  to  foim  a 
shield.  Since  then  the  blue  chief  stands  for  all  branches  of  the  govemcment,  and  the  thirteen 
stripes  for  all  the  states. 

The  reverse  has  never  been  cut  as  a  die.  It  is  a  pyramid  with  four  sides,  these  are  the  four 
points  of  the  compass.  When  you’re  down  on  the  lower  levels  of  the  pyramid  you  will  be  on 
one  side  or  the  other,  but  when  you  get  to  the  top  the  points  all  come  together  and  there  the 
eye  of  providence  or  God  opens  and  sees  all  the  way  of  life.  When  you  count  the  number  of 
ranges  on  the  pyramid  there  are  thirteen.  Thirteen  is  the  number  of  transformation  and 
rebirth.  The  last  supper  were  12  apostles  and  one  Christ  who  died  and  was  reborn.  Ther  are  12 
1  signs  of  the  zodiac  and  one  sun  that  rises  and  sets.  13  is  the  number  of  resurrection  and 
rebirth.  And  so  our  country  was  born  with  13  states,  13  stars,  13  stripes,  etc.  At  the  base  of 
the  pyramid  the  roman  numerals  1776  represent  the  year  of  the  beginning  of  the  new  nation, 
then  added  together  is  2 1  the  age  of  reason.  If  you  look  behind  the  pyramid,  you  see  a  desert. 
If  you  look  before  it,  you  see  plants  growing.  The  desert,  the  tumult  in  Europe,  wars  and  wars, 
we  have  pulled  ourselves  out  of  it  and  created  a  state  in  the  name  of  reason  and  out  of  that 
will  come  the  flowering  of  new  life.  Above  is  the  latin  motto  “Annuit  Coeptis”  which  is 
around  the  eye  of  God  and  means,  “He  has  seen  and  favored  (our)  undertakings”.  Below  is  a 
scroll  is  the  latin  motto  “novus  ordo  seclorum”  which  means  “A  new  order  of  life”. 

The  “Great  Seal  of  the  United  States”  was  first  put  on  the  back  of  our  dollar  coin  in  1798 
and  has  been  on  a  dollar  coin  or  dollar  bill  ever  since.

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There* s  Something  About  The  Eagle

'fhe  white-headed  eagle  was  once  a  common  bird  of  prey  found  throughout  the 
temperate  and  warmer  regions  of  North  America.  Uncontrolled  slaughter,  destruction  of 
nesting  places  and  breaking  of  unhatched  eggs  have  left  few  today.  It  was  not  until  1940  that 
a  federal  law  was  passed  in  the  United  States  giving  protection  to  this  symbol  of  American 
ideals.  Now  a  $500  fine  will  be  levied  on  anyone  harming  the  bird. 

For  many  years,  little  was  known  of  this  bird  with  the  pure  white  head.  It  is  believed  that 
they  live  for  nearly  100  years,  and  that  they  mate  for  life.  After  about  a  35  day  incubation 
period,  the  eaglet  is  born  and  after  another  10  to  13  weeks,  it  flies.  For  the  first  1  to  2  years, 
the  eagle  is  a  smoke-gray  color,  not  until  it  is  3  to  4  years  old  are  the  distinctive  markings  evi¬ 
dent.  The  full-grown  male  is  some  35  inches  long,  weighs  about  8  pounds  and  has  a  7  foot 
wing  spread.  The  female  is  somewhat  larger,  weighing  about  12  pounds. 

The  eagle,  as  a  symbol  of  national  prestige,  has  a  long  history  dating  from  pre-christian 
Persia.  It  was  used  on  coins,  seals,  flags  and  standards  throughout  the  Mediterranean  area 
and  gained  its  greatest  prestige  in  Rome.  As  the  Roman  Empire  spread,  the  symbolism  of  the 
eagle  was  carried  throughout  Europe.  It  was  natural  that  the  members  of  the  United  States 
Continental  Congress  of  1 776,  being  of  European  heritage,  chose  the  bald  eagle  as  a  national 
symbol  rather  than  the  wild  turkey,  as  suggested  by  Benjamin  Franklin. 

The  eagle  symbolizes  supreme  authority  and  power,  as  well  as  strenght  and  nobility.  The 
bald  eagle  is  featured  on  our  coins,  currency  and  official  documents.  The  bald  eagle  in 
America’s  Great  Seal  holds  olive  branches  with  thirteen  leaves  and  berries  in  its  right  talon  to 
signify  a  preference  for  peace.  Gripped  in  the  left  talon  are  thirteen  arrows,  feathered  and 
pointed  upward,  to  tell  of  the  nation’s  preparedness  to  fight,  if  necessary,  for  its  rights.  The 
first  Great  Seal  was  used  on  September  16,  1782,  although  the  device  was  not  declared  official 
until  September,  15,  1789,  seven  years  later. 

A  U.S.  $10  gold  piece  was  known  throughout  the  world  as  “an  eagle”  because  it  was  a 
symbol  of  strenght  of  both  economy  and  government.  The  term  “eagle”  became  so  popular  for 
gold  that  all  gold  coins  except  the  one  and  three  dollar  pieces,  because  of  denomination,  were 
designated  as  the  fractional  part  of  “an  eagle”.  The  twenty  was  a  “double  eagle”,  a  five  was  a 
“half  eagle”  and  the  two  and  a  half  dollar  coin  was  a  “quarter  eagle”.
